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Treasury  Department,  Aug.   15,  1912. 

Computations  for  the  annual  assessments  for  interest,  sinking 
fund,  serial  bond  payments  and  maintenance  for  1912,  to  be 
paid  by  the  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  various  metropolitan 
districts,  are  printed  and  sent  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  said 
districts  in  compliance  with  chapter  526  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1911,  herewith  submitted:  — 

Chapter  526. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  publishing  in  the  Series  of  Public  Docu- 
ments Certain  Statements  relative  to  the  Metropolitan 
Parks,  Sewerage  and  Water  Districts. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  shall  annually,  as 
soon  after  the  prorogation  of  the  general  court  as  is  practicable,  cause 
to  be  published  statements  showing  the  assessments  for  interest,  sinking 
funds  and  maintenance  requirements  due  from  cities  and  towns  in  the 
metropoUtan  sewerage  systems,  north  and  south,  metropolitan  parks 
and  water  districts;  a  statement  showing  the  several  classes  of  debts  in- 
curred for  metropohtan  district  purposes,  and  the  share  of  the  cities 
and  towns  in  the  several  districts  as  measured  by  the  basis  used  in  com- 
puting the  assessments  mentioned  in  the  first  statement;  and  such  other 
statements,  if  any,  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Section  2.  Two  thousand  copies  of  the  said  statements  shall  be 
printed  and  numbered  as  one  of  the  public  document  series.  The  ex- 
pense of  printing  shall  be  apportioned  and  paid  in  equal  parts  from  the 
maintenance  funds  of  the  sewerage  systems,  north  and  south,  the  parks 
system  and  water  system. 

Section  3.  Chapter  five  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
June  6,  1911. 

The  apportionment  commissioners  last  appointed  under  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1899,  chapter  419,  found  and  awarded  that  the 
city  of  Boston  should  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the  con-

struction  of  the  embankment  and  park  provided  for  by  section 
9  of  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1903,  as  amended  by 
section  2  of  chapter  402  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1906,  the  sum  of 
8847,636.43.  As  provided  by  law,  the  city  of  Boston  is  to  pay  to 
the  Commonwealth  4  per  cent,  interest  on  this  amomit  from  the 
date  of  the  apportionment  to  the  date  of  pajment.  The  amount 
paid  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  city  of  Boston  on  this  account 
Dec.  1,  1911,  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  was  S100,002.77, 
leaving  a  balance  due  of  $747,633.66.  All  interest  received  on 
this  account  is  credited  to  the  sinking  fund  established  for  the 
payment  of  the  metropolitan  parks  district's  proportion  of  the 
Charles  River  Basin  expenditures.  The  amount  already  in  this 
sinking  fund,  together  with  that  due  from  the  city  of  Boston,  the 
earnings  of  which  are  credited  to  the  district  sinking  fund,  will 
be  sufficient  to  sink  the  debt  at  maturity  without  any  further 
assessment. 

In  the  tables  shoA^ing  the  net  debts  of  the  metropolitan  district, 
the  sinking  funds  are  given  as  of  June  1,  1912.
